REBEL RIEL’S DEFENSE

EXPLANATION. 


He C riticises tho Ko tnan C atho lic Clergy 
fo r B lo w ing H o t and C o ld—A M o v e­ 
m ent fo r Settlers’ 
R igh ts— 
No H elp fro m Fenians. 


R eg in a, N. W. T., May 27 .—Riel, who is 
ly ing in jail here, has been interv iewed. 
He is a man o f av erage height, and his 
lo cks 
hanging 
do wn 
to his sho u lders, 
co u pled with his so mewhat scarred face and 
dilapidated dress, giv e him an u nco u th ap­ 
pearance. 
Ho is ju ?t 40 y ears o ld. He talks 
with perfect co o lness, and discu sses all su b­ 
jects with a freedo m and intelligence that re­ 
mo v e all do u bt as to his repo rted sanity . 
Fro m a rambling co nv ersatio n ho ld with 
him ho gav e the impressio n that his belief 
was o f tho Unitarian stamp, and also implied 
that he had thro wn o v er his Ro mish adher­ 
ence. 
His o bject do u btless is to co erce 
the Ro mish 
chu rch 
to 
take 
u p 
his 
cau se, o r else he is making a stro ng 
bid fo r the su ppo rt and 
pro tectio n o f 
the 
u ltra-Pro testants. 
He 
claims 
his 
desire in the refo rm mo v ement, as be calls 
it, was two -fo ld, the first o bject being to 
free the peo ple o f tho New Wo rld fro m the 
y o ke o f Ro me, and the seco nd being to re­ 
dress the po litical griev ances o f the half- 
breeds o f the no rthwest 
Being asked if ho 
ev er ex pected to su cceed against the go v ­ 
ernment in rebellio n, be said: “No , no t by 
warfare; bu t I ho ped to make su ch a mo v e­ 
ment as wo u ld frighten the go v ernment and 
bring terms o u t o f it, as we had no t been 
pro perly treated. 
In co u nsel we laid o u r 
plans to captu re Maj. Cro zier and 
the 
mo u nted po lice u nder him. 
If we co u ld 
captu re and ho ld as priso ners a large bo dy 
o f men, we co u ld then dictate o u r o wn 
terms to the go v ernment 
Then fo llo wed 
the fight at Du ck Lake and the po lice 
escaped u *. We nex t reso lv ed o n captu r­ 
ing Irv ine and the po lice u nder him when 
he was co ming to the relief o f Cro zier, 
bu t he made a deto u r and elu ded u s. 
We 
reso lv ed then to keep qu iet, ho ping that 
Middleto n wo u ld mo v e against u s with a 
•mall fo re 
It was the intentio n, if he did, 
to make a -.o ld dash and captu re 
100 o r so 
and play the same game with the go v ern­ 
ment. This is why we did no t cu t the wires 
o r raid the sto res. 
I tho u ght we wo u ld hav e 
o ccasio n to u se the wires, and so decided 
to let them stand. 
I 
knew perfectly 
well we co u ld no t maintain a fight against a 
large military fo rce, and did no t want to . I 
made no preparatio ns fo r that co ntingency . 
I was o ppo sed to the Fish Creek battle in 
co u ncil, bu t D mo o t, who was its adv o cate, 
carried his po int 
I wanted to fight at 
Gabriel’s Cro ssing instead, as I deemed that 
a better fight co u ld be made fro m that 
po int” 
“What was y o u r fighting strength 
f* 
“Abo u t 5 00, 14 0 o f who m were Indiana” 
“Did y o u incite the Indians to rise!” 
“Yes; I sent a co u rier to them info rming 
them o f my po sitio n and u rging them to jo in 
u s. 1 ex pected to be jo ined at Bato u cbe by 
a large bo dy o f Indians o r my men wo u ld 
no t hav e held o u t so lo ng. The Indians dis­ 
appo inted u s and acted treachero u sly .” 
“Did y o u fight y o u rself.” 
“Certainly ; see here,” and he ex hibited 
his slo u ch bat, thro u gh which o ne o r two 
bu llets had penetrated. 
“I was in the Fish 
Creek fight and had a narro w escape. 
A 
shell b* rst within three feet o f ine.” 
“Was there any tru th in the repo rt o f 
y o u r wo rking with the Fenians?” 
“No ; I feared they wo u ld do mo re barm 
than go o d; bu t when we saw o u r case was 
gro wing ho peless, as we were being hemmed 
in by the tro o ps, the co u ncil wro te a pro cla­ 
matio n, which it was reso lv ed to send by 
ru nner to Mo ntana, appealing to the Irish­ 
men to co me and assist u s. 
The pro clama­ 
tio n was to hav e been pu blished in the news­ 
papers, bu t the tro o ps had cru shed u s befo re 
we co u ld do any thing.” 
“Were the priests friendly to y o u ?” 
“They were no t, and they were. 
They in­ 
sisted o n o u r being su bmissiv e to them. 
They wo re against o u r try ing to redress o u r 
o wn griev ances. 
Ev er since tho do ctrine o f 
the infallibility o f the po j>e was pro po u nded 
they hav e been v ery ty rannical. 
They did 
no t wish the peo ple to do any thing, bu t the 
priests to do all. 
If they ho d been in fav o r 
o f j*eace I wo u ld hav e been with them. They 
were in fav o r o £ fighting fo r the priests, bu t 
no t fo r the peo ple. 
They u sed a do u ble- 
edged swo rd. They tu rned the peo ple against 
them became they u » u r|>ed civ il fu nctio ns. 
They tu rned the Pro testants against them 
becau se they o ppo sed them. 
The priests 
seek jx jwer fo r themselv es, no t the go o d o f 
the peo ple. 
They are against Pro testants, 
bo th po litically and religio u sly . 
They are 
against me no w—no t becau se I relielled, bu t 
becau se I did no t su cceed in helping them.” 
“Why did y o u fight?” 
“The peo ple co iiqjo llo d me to do so . I to ld 
them last winter that o u r bill o f rights had 
do ne its wo rk, and they sho u ld let me go 
back to Mo ntana.

As Osaka has been fitly termed the ‘“Ven­ 
ice of Japan,” I should dub Kioto the “Paris 
of Japan,'’ for it is one of the liveliest and 
most interesting cities in the mikados em­ 
pire. 
It is known among tho Japanese as 
“Saikio,” or the western capital, just 
Tokio signifies the eastern capital. 
as 
Kioto is 
about the size and population of » San Fran­ 
cisco, but lacks an imposing appearance, 
owing to tho absence of large an I noble 
structures, the houses being generally small, 
wooden and unpainted, varying from one 
to three stories in height. 
The streets are 
regular, and through tho central portion of 
the city run > a small river, from which nu­ 
merous canals branch off and permeate tho 
remotest suburbs. Kioto is almost walled in 
by a chain of high mountains, which form 
a most beautiful little circular vale about 
ten or twelve miles in diameter. 
Gion-maehi is the principal thoroughfare, 
and is full of nov el sights and scenes. 
Be­ 
fore reaching this street wo cross a largo 
bridge, which spans a wide riv er bed, and 
which in the summer months is completely 
dry. Both banks are lined with throe-storied 
tea houses, and on warm and sultry ev enings 
tho pedestrian will see the whole bed cov ­ 
ered with little 
platforms, 
upon which 
sociable parties—mother, fathers and lov ers 
—are whiling away the time in talking, 
smoking, and drinking saki, tho great na­ 
tional bev erage, a mild liquor made from 
rice. 
The J apanese are a domestic people, 
and seem to enjoy life in its utmost sim­ 
plicity. 
In the suburbs are numerous tea houses of 
entertainments, where refreshments (tea 
cake, rice, etc.,) are daintily serv ed by 
pretty and coquettish young J ap maidens. 
All of them are exceedingly polite and mod­ 
est, and those two traits combined with 
their pretty faces, make many of them v ery 
attractiv e. 
We enter Gion-machi, and are a t once in 
a perfect chaos of humanity. 
The street is 
no: ov er twenty-fiv e feet 
wide, and is 
thronged with nativ es rushing in all direc­ 
tions. 
There are no sidewalks in this coun­ 
try, and consequently ev erybody prome­ 
nades in the center of the street. 
J inrich- 
shas, a two-wheeled conv eyance drawn by 
one man, roll about hither and thither, their 
owners shouting unintelligible words to clear 
the way. 
A foreigner dwells in constant 
fear of being run down by one of these v ehi­ 
cles, but the J aps don’t seem to worry about 
it in the least. 
As we pass along there 
seems to be an unceasing round of gayety 
and activ ity in one form or another. 
The­ 
atres? Any number. 
Why the whole street 
seems to contain nothing else but theaters, 
jugglers, monkey shows, fortune tellers, 
bow and arrow shops, and all v arieties of 
amusement. 
The J apanese jugglers are fa­ 
mous the world ov er, and I saw sev eral 
marv elous feats of deception and legerde­ 
main. 
Osaka, howev er, is most noted fox 
these performers. 
At the upper end of the street we notice 
large v olumes of smoke emanating from a 
small wooden building, and as we draw near 
the incessant chatter of v oices from the 
interior salute our ears. 
Curiosity prompts 
us to peep within. 
Admittance is easily ob­ 
tained, for we hav e hav o only to slide back 
the half-open door and slip in. 
Lo and be­ 
hold, it is a public bath house! A large 
wooden tank, filled 
with 
steaming hot 
water, some three or four feet deep occu 
pies about half of the room, and disporting 
and bathing in v arious sections are some 
eighteen or twenty J apanese of both sexes. 
Bathing costumes in J apan, if not unknown, 
are at least looked upon as an entiroly un­ 
necessary article, and undoubtedly a nativ e 
would go crazy in trying to find out what 
they were used for. Theso customs, howov er 
shocking they may be to foreigners for the 
first time, are carried out by the J apanese 
without the slightest sense of impropriety; 
and the fact that thoy are customs which 
hav e been in v ogue for hundreds of years, 
approved of by 
thoir pagan religion and 
sanctioned by the imperial gov ernment, is 
en ¡ugh to satisfy any of J apan’s fair sons 
an 1 daughters that thoy at once both right 
an I proper. 
Let us ramble among the historic wonders 
of Kioto. 
We jump into a jinrichsha, and 
in fifteen minutes are deposited at the huge 
gateway approaching tho pagan temple of 
Gion, the most popular one among the 
Japanese. 
The Saiumon, or great gate, is 
an imposing structure by itself, being some 
thirty-five feet in height, of ex pensive wood, 
ex juisitely carved t<» represent chrysanthe­ 
mums un i lotus llower.s, gilded and puiiited 
in various col1 rs, 
Tho temple is of carved 
vv 
d, and is ab< ut six ty feet wide and eighty 
feet long. 
In the interior, where wo are 
permitt d to g«> after first removing our 
,-ii< 
are several largo and gilded images, 
representing 
heathen deities, before which 
we 
b-.-rvo idolaters of all agos kneeling 
reverently 
and 
uttering 
weird prayers, 
sc. aingly 
undisturbed by our unfeeling 
pr '-nice. 
The walls and ceilings are art!*- 
t. \Lly ornamented with pictures of ports, 
sculpt rs and many unique floral designs. 
n.c temple of San J m Han Gaudo is a 
singu.ar pi ice. 
It is a long, low building, 
containing 33,333 gilded images. 
In the cen­ 
ter f the building is a monster idol called 
the 1,000-haudel Kwanou, 
and he is cer­ 
tain*}* well represented, for hands seem to 
U attached to hi» body on all portions. In 
front of him are a large group of followers, 
and Vh) life-sized images on each side,ranged 
in tiers. 
Each idol is abundantly supplied 
with han Is and with other diminutiv e idols, 
k> that ail counted together aggregate the 
marv elous number of 3-1,333, 
It is queer what numbers of beggars, 
quack» and potty dealers frequent tho pub- 
lie place s in J apan. 
Often at the entrance* 
of temples 1 hav e teen importuned by a half 
d< z u miserable looking objects to giv e 
them a few sen, and always pursued the 
policy of remaining obdurate when 
too 
many were about, knowing that a few cents 
scattered among them would bring a per­ 
fect « warm. 
They will resort to most auy 
dev ice to excite your sympathy and pity. 
I 
hav e frequently had occasion to witness the 
rev olting spectacle of leprous and dieeased 
persons grov eling hi the dust to solicit your 
charity, but thankfuUy they are kept within 
certain limits and are easily av oi led. 


American a nd T u rk ish D e a le r s—t a lu a b l a 
W a ln u t H url» -—V en eerin g . 
[Cincinnati Enquirer.] 
Mr. John Hawks, the European buyer 
who makes annual trips to Europe, and t< 
Mex ico and Han Domingo, came into the 
, rPce, and. in speaking of mahogany, said: 
‘ Teat's the great woo l. It is sold by the ton 
oi H.rtv cubic feet. Most European woods are 
sold by gross weight—that is, by tho poun 1, 
such a French walnut, rosewood, box wood 
used by engravers and the type foundry, 
tunp coca-bola from Brazil. 
“ Where do you purchase these woods?" 
“Mostly in Marseilles. There are Armenian 
and Turkish merchants there who deal in 
the wood*. 
Talk about strict business men! 
Why, I went into an Armenian merchant’s 
office one day to pay him £ 27,000 in cadi. 
Had tho money in my pocket. I had a cigar 
in my mouth, and he said: ‘Xe permittez 
pas do lamer ici’ (‘you can’t smoke here, 
sir’)’’ 
“Ain’t those Armenians a stupid set:" 
‘ Stupid, heathen stupid, no, sir; they are 
sharp, keen traders. 
Why, look here," an 1 
going out into the lumber-yard he pointed 
out a pile of several hundred chunks or knots 
of French walnut. 
They would weigh from 
300 pounds to a ton, and workmen were en­ 
gaged in chipping off the rough e Iges.

There are some personal reminiscences of 
Gen. Gordon in a recent number of Tho 
Nineteenth Century which are interesting 
from their obvious sincerity. Mr. Stannard, 
who contributes them, was assistant to the 
manager of the contractors for the fortifica­ 
tion« at Gravesend, and his recollections, 
vvl ile completely agreeing with what is 
known from other sources of Gordon’s noble 
life <-f self-sacrifice there, yet s*rve to re­ 
mind u; that Gordon was not one of those 
colorM« s >aint; who are unredeemed by 
a 
single human weakness. 
Of the familiar side of the pictur * here is 
n charming passage; 
Gordon’s hou-e was 
already as lull of p> or boys as it could held, 
v. ben another ragamuffin applied for admit- 
tan * *. 
He was put up 
accordingly in 
an empty -tall in tut* stable, and at 0 o’clock 
sharp nex t morning “the colonel made his 
apjcurance, carrying a lump of soap, a 
bati.-ti we I, a brush, and a sponge.
